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In Batavia, Genesee County, 21 cases with two deaths are reported 
as having occurred from August 26 to September 26. 

The reports received from various other localities, while indicating 
an unusual prevalence of poliomyelitis throughout western New York, 
are not sufficiently complete to warrant a numercial estimate. The 
State department of health is, however, taking active measures to 
obtain full records of all cases.
